c. Price differentials are minimal, i.e. on an estimated 
$ 25,000 worth of business for the year 1977 . The dollar 

spread between these three best prices is $ 150 . 

d. Each using department, being obligated to place approxi¬ 
mately one-third of their 1977 requirements with each 

of the authorized suppliers, must maintain records of 
lamp life and vendor service to provide an objective 
basis for placement of future business. 

Subject to the approval of the Board of Public Works 
the Purchasing Department would promulgate a procedure 
for documenting lamp life and vendor service with provi¬ 
sion for periodic (quarterly) reports to be furnished to 
the Board of Works.

The attached is a tabulation taken by Jim White at your 
facilities. This does not reflect the numbers of types by all 
manufacturers, but rather shows a broad quality comparison. We 
have no records of your past purchases by manufacturers. In any 
event, we find nothing alarming about the quality picture. 


In the case of H33/400 mercury vapor lamps, those were of 
an older production which had given some minor problems and to 
our knowledge, all of them have been replaced. Apparently, a 
few showed up in your inventory.
